His Story. 


Ward's Conduct just ‘fer His Failure, 
When Fish Suggested Suicide as 
the Proper Course. 


Associated Preas Dispatches to The Times. 
New Yorx, Oct. 27.—The County 
Courthouse was crowded this morning 
with people anxious to gain admittance 
to where Ferdinand Ward was on trial. 
General Tracy demanded that certain 
books be produced, and they not being 
at band, he asked for time to examine

I told him that by bis de- 
ception and he bad ruined 
me, rained my family, rained the bank, 
and had destroyed the reputation which 
I had been twenty-five years building. 
Io oy indignation I raised a chair, 


on the floor like a whipped cur. I told 
him he had better commit suicide, hang 
bimeelf, drown bimeelf, poison himsel!, 
shoot himself, or do it in any way so 
thet the world would be rid of his 


presence.’ 

Ward smiled sarcaétically as Fish de- 
scribed the scene, and the examination 
of the ex-Presdent then closed. 


A TESBRIGLE STORK. 
Veuseis Wrecked and Lives Lest 
Labrador 


Hazsrax, Oct. 27.—A dispatch re- 
ceived to-day from St. Jqpn, N. F., 
says: “A great storm raged off the 
coast of Labrador on the 11th inst., 


or driven ashore, aed at least 2000 per- 
sons are now asbore in a destitute con- 
dition."” The news created great ex- 
citement here. Steamers will be im- 
mediately dispatched to the scene of the 
disaster with provisions, clothing and 
other comforts for the castaways. 
Bostox, Oct. 27.—A dispatch received 
here in relation to the storm on the 
coast says: It raged from the 
llth the 15th inst., during which time 
about twenty vessels and over 100 lives 
were lost. No further details have been
